GREAT BRITAIN 
IS EMPHASIZED 


Honorable W. D. MacPherson 
Addresses Local Branch of 
Orange Association 


Advocating the principle of freedom 
for all and special privileges to none 
and allegiance to the mother country, 
the Hon. W. D. MacPherson, K.C,, of 


Toronto, Grand Master of the Loyal | 


Orange Association of British Amer- 
jca, In an address before a large 
audience of members of the local 
branch of this organization in the 
Orange Hall Wednesday night, de- 
nounced separate schools on the 
rounds that that their effect was to 
foster sectionalism rather than unan- 
“ymity of the population of a ‘country. 
In his address the speaker dwelt for 
some time on the question of separate 
schools, pointing out that the separate 
school was a privilege granted to cer- 
tain sects or bodies, 
Oppose Sectionaliam 


Continuing, Mr, MacPherson ex- 
plained the foundation of the Confed- 
eration of the Dominion of Canada, 
The position that the Roman “hurch 
took In foreing the separate schoo) act 
made it almost imperative that this 
conceasion ‘be granted, Upper Canada, 


the speaker continued, was practically | 


forced into considering this act, If 
she had not done so the support of 
Quebec to the Confederation Act 
would have ‘been withheld, 

In his address the speaker made it 
quite clear that though the Orango as- 
sociation was often accused of foster- 
ing sectionalism, quite the opposite 
stand was really taken, unity of the 
people and freedom for all—one of the 
cardinal principles of the organization 
——being one of the chief alms, One the 
other hand, the Loyal Orange associa- 
tion used its influence to oppose any- 
thing that did not uphold the broad 
principles of the organization, Since 
the battle of the Boyne, when rell- 
gious and social libercy were declared 
this has been the one great principle 
and the Orange association have fur- 
thered it from that time on, It was 
upon the principle of the open Bible 
and freedom to all that the British 
Empire was (bullt and haa gradually 
risen to be one of the greatest empires 
that the world has ever seen, the 
speaker declared. 

Allegiance Emphasized 

Allegiance to the mother country 
and perpetuation of the principles of 
citizenship that have been the birth- 
right of the citizens of the Dominion, 
were strongly emphasized by the 
speaker. In Canada today with a pop- 
ulation of nearly 65 per cent. foreign 
born West of the Great Lakes, and « 
steady influx of non-English speaking 
population, Canada is faced with a 
serious problem in maintaining the 
high standard of citizenship that has 
existed in the past. The non-fnglish 
speaking ‘foreign-born population, 
which is Increasing ateadily, did not 
sympathise with those believing in 
British liberty, and as a result there 
was always the risk of a possible sev- 

erance of conpectiong with Great Bri- 
tain.. Tt remained for the Citizens of 
Canada, the speaker declared, to so 
regulate the educational system that 
, the principles of citizenship of the na- 
tion he fu impressed, Discouraging 
the separate schools would be a great 
help along this line. It should be a 
duty of evaryone who loves a United 
Canada to do their utmost in foster- 
ing this movement, the speaker de- 
clared, 4 
Splendid War Record 
Allegiance to the mother country 
was one of the cardinal principles of 
“the Loyal Orange association. Mr. 
MacPherson said, and every influence 
should be used to prevent the country 
from entering into political alliance 
with any other country. The citizen- 
ship such as Is enjoyed by the citizens 
of Canada cannot be improved upon 
and great care should be taken that its 
standard be maintained. The splen- 
did manner in which Canada conduct- 
ed herself in ther recent ‘War wags 
cited by the speaker as one of the 
finest examples that any country could 
give of the high standard of her citi- 
zenship. In every respect the response 
of this non-warlike country in time of 
need was nothing short of marvellous 
and was due entirely to the principles 
of citizenship inherited from the moth- 
er country. Even the fathers of Con- 
‘ ¢nderation would have wept for joy 
had they seen this wonderful standard 
of citizenship such as was exemplified 
in this time of need. 
German Survey 

In thia connection Mr, MacPherson 
atated that General von Hardi, who 
had been commissioned fby the Ger- 
man emperor to make a survey of 
Canada and the (United States, re- 
ported that the strength of Canada. {n 
the event of conflict with Great Bri- 
tain, as an aid would fhe almost neg- 
ligible. In making ‘his survey the one 
thing that he overlooked, the spec ker 
emphasized, was the principle of citi- 
nzenship and allegiance to the mother 
country. y 

The speaker also dwelt for ” short 
time on the judicial system of Canada, 

explaining how it was possible to ap- 
peal for a final decision to the throne, 
This was a valuable link and eve.y- 
thing possible should be done to pre- 
gerve it in the future.
